Several priests will be available for confessions this Monday for the 
Sacrament of Reconciliation. 

The following quote on forgiving offers an insight on the gift of this 
Sacrament. "Forgiveness is hard because it involves loving other people in 
spite of the evil that 
they have done to us. 

When we forgive, we 
don't deny the hurt 
that we have received. 

We don't deny that it 
was wrong. We don't' pretend that nothing happened. But we acknowledge 
that there is more to the offender than the offense. It's that more that we 
acknowledge when we forgive; it's that more that we love in spite of the 
offense" (Archbishop Daniel E. Pilarczyk, Reconciliation , p. 129). 

God always sees the more in us.There is so much more that is good in 

us in comparison to our sins. There is so much more potential. Above all, 
God sees that deeper goodness in us. This is affirmed in the Sacrament of 
Reconciliation. 

On another note, recently we mailed the Contribution Statements for 2012. 
The people of OLBH are generous, not only to our parish but to various 
outreach initiatives. For example, last weekend people readily sponsored 
the children at Santa Luisa School in San Salvador. I have been encouraged 
by your support of the Church in its broader mission. Thank you. 

I want to bring to your attention a problem in 2012 with our data system 
which may have affected the Contribution Statement that you received. The 
computer hard drive at the parish failed last year which resulted in the loss 
of financial data, as well as other information. Unfortunately, the back-up 
system had gone down within the same timeframe. Some of the data was 
not able to be retrieved. 

Our diocese requires all parishes to have procedures in place to ensure 
proper handling of funds. This includes the following: 1) at least two people 
count the collections, and the parish bookkeeper who inputs the collection 
into the computer cannot be a counter; 2) the pastor cannot be a counter; 3) 
someone other than the bookkeeper should take the deposit to the bank.; 4) 
the parish Finance Council shall conduct annual reviews to ensure proper 
procedures are being practiced. 

All of these procedures are in place at OLBH. We have competent 
members on the Finance Council who review the financial reports quarterly. 
However, I will ask our Finance Council to review our procedures again so 
that we will do everything possible to prevent the kind of data problems 
which we experienced in 2012. Ultimately, the pastor is responsible for the 
proper stewardship of your contributions, so I have a serious responsibility 
to address any problems that arise.

Simmer, stirring 
often to prevent burning, until mixture is thick and 
fluffy and water is absorbed. 

Spicy Vegetables 

• 3 tbsp olive oil 

• 1 onion, finely diced 

• 1 green pepper, finely diced 

• 1 chili pepper, finely diced 

• 2 tomatoes, finely diced 

Saute onion and peppers in pan with oil until soft. 
Add remaining ingredients, mix thoroughly and 
simmer (stirring occasionally) for 15 minutes. Serve 
warm over pap.
